AN INQUEST into the death of a 
prisoner at HMP Elmley ground to 
a halt after a senior prison officer 
declined to give evidence unless he 
was guaranteed immunity from 
criminal proceedings. 

Now into its third week the hearing into the 
death of William Duke on November 8, 2005, 
was adjourned on Monday (April 19), to give 
time for legal representatives to prepare a case 
for senior prison officer Mr R Woolacott. 

Mr Woolacott is seeking a blanket amnesty 
from criminal proceedings which he claims 
could be pursued based on his answers to ques¬ 
tions given in court. He was the senior officer in 
charge on the night of Mr Duke’s death. 

The 23-year-old remand prisoner, who lived 
on the Isle of Sheppey, died in the cell he shared 
with two other inmates. 

The court heard how Mr Duke became ill, 
following the evening lockdown at 7.45pm, but 
was told he would have to wait until morning 
to see a doctor. 

On the night of his death, Mr Duke is said to 
have complained to prison officers about short¬ 
ness of breath, chest pain and having run out 
of asthma inhalers. 

Jurors heard how the father of two had been 
urgently prescribed medications - including a 
non-stock Seretide inhaler - the day before his 
death but due to a shortage of staff the medical 
box, was never opened and Mr Duke did not 
receive the medication.

Health system 'seriously flawed'

Giving evidence in court on 
Monday, GP expert witness and clin¬ 
ical director at the Leeds cluster of 
prisons, Dr Nat Wright, said the 
health system at HMP Elmley 
appeared seriously flawed. 

He said: “Deaths of inmates with 
asthma in remand prisons are 
extremely rare. I have worked at the 
Leeds cluster since 2003 and I can’t 
recall a single death that was caused 
by asthma. 


“The system [at HMP Elmley] was 
not acceptable so any care in that 
system was compromised. I would 
expect Mr Duke’s medical history 
and medications to have been estab¬ 
lished when he arrived at the prison 
and recorded on his prison medical 
record sheet. 

“Seretide should be dispensed on 
the same day it was prescribed and if 
it is not a stock item then a short¬ 
term alternative or provision should 
have been made on the same day. 


“If a patient with asthma com¬ 
plains of breathlessness, of being 
short of breath and that his inhaler is 
not working, that should be one big 
red flag. That’s a call for attendance. 
That’s a blue light.” 

More than ten members of prison 
service staff are expected to be called 
to give evidence at the inquest with 
many ferried by mini-bus from the 
Isle of Sheppey to County Hall in 
Maidstone each day.

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Street trader caught 
selling fake Bollinger

IT WAS a scam Derek Trotter from 
Only Fools and Horses would have 
been proud of, but flogging cheap 
plonk as top-notch Champagne 
landed one dodgy dealer with a 
criminal record. 

Market trader Swaley Taylor, of Louvain 
Road, Greenhithe, was found guilty of selling 
fake Bollinger Champagne in Sittingboume 
High Street last December. 

In reality, each bottle was filled with nothing 
more than cheap fizzy wine and labelled up as 
the good stuff. 

The 45-year old pleaded guilty at 
Sittingboume Court on Tuesday, April 12, to a 
view to gain with intent or cause loss to anoth¬ 
er, and without the consent offered or exposed 
goods bearing a sign identical to or likely to be 
mistaken for a registered trade mark, namely 
Bollinger on November 27, 2009. 

Magistrates heard how Mr Taylor ferried the 
fake Bolly in the back of his transit van and 
then offered it to unwitting punters keen to 
stock up on booze in the run-up to Christmas. 

He was caught out after one eagle-eyed mem¬ 
ber of the public became suspicious about the 
labelling and called the police. Before Taylor 
could say “drink up Trig, we’re leaving”, cops 
were at the scene. 

Officers searched his van and confiscated 10 
bottles of the imitation fizz, which they sent to 
Bollinger in London for laboratory testing. 

Experts at the company quickly established 



the product was not authentic and Mr Taylor 
was charged. 

In his defence, Mr Taylor - who had no previ¬ 
ous convictions - said he had no idea what he 
was selling because he could not read or write. 

Magistrates fined him £300 and ordered him 
to pay £100 in costs. They also ordered the for¬ 
feiture and destmction of the fake wine. 

Mr Taylor may now decide to stick to his 
usual stock of costume jewellery and china 
dolls. 



Bollinger is a Champagne house, a producer 
of sparkling wines from the Champagne region 
of France. They produce several labels of 
Champagne under the Bollinger name, includ¬ 
ing the vintage Vieille Vignes Frangaises, 
Grand Annee and R.Da. as well as the non-vin¬ 
tage Special Cuvee. 

In Britain their wines are affectionately 
known as Bolly, the favoured tipple of Joanna 
Lumley’s inebriated fashionista Patsy in 90s 
comedy Absolutely Fabulous.

Rifleman Holkham, 19, died after a 
bomber detonated his explosive 
device in Helmand province on 
Saturday, March 27.

The young rifleman served in 3 
RIFLES Battle Group with younger 
brother Andrew and elder brother 
Matthew. They are expected to 
accompany their parents, Tracy and 
Rodney Holkham.

Vandaism'attack 
on our democracy' 


A ROW has broken out after a 
Swale parliamentary hopeful 
implicated his opponents in the 
destruction of two election signs. 

Candidates across the political spectrum 
attacked Toxy Gordon Henderson’s claims, 
accusing him of underhand tactics designed to 
grab attention. 

Swale’s council’s Labour group leader, Cllr 
Roger Truelove, called on Mr Henderson to 
calm down and play fair. 

He said: “I’m very sony Mr Henderson’s 
signs have been damaged, but we resent any 
suggestion, explicit or implicit, that we are in 
any way implicated. 

“The simple fact is we don’t care about Mr 
Henderson’s signs and I doubt any of the other 
candidates do either. Whatever the cause of 
vandalism I suggest he calms down, puts the 
signs back up and gets on with the job in hand 
in a fair and grown up way.” 

UKIP candidate Ian Davison echoed Mr 
Truelove’s sentiments: “It’s foolish to even sug¬ 
gest the possibility that one of the candidates 
or their supporters would have any knowledge 
of this. It’s ridiculous and sounds like a stunt to 
me. We don’t want anything to do with it.” 

Liberal Democrat Keith Nevols said: “It’s cer¬ 
tainly nothing to do with us. I suspect petty 
vandalism. If Mr Henderson truly believes the 
vandalism was caused by a political party then

he should arrange an honest, fair and open 
debate about it.” 

Two of a collection of about 20 signs, placed 
throughout the district to publicise the 
Conservative Party, were destroyed at the bot¬ 
tom of Stockers Hill, Rodmersham. Mr 
Henderson said each sign cost about £45 to 
produce and erect. 

He said: “I don’t know whether the destruc¬ 
tion of my signs is part of a wider dirty tricks 
campaign or the result of mindless vandalism. 

“If this was a political act I would be sur¬ 
prised if any of the rival candidates themselves 
were involved. 

“However, I very much hope they will take 
this opportunity to issue a stem warning to 
their more exuberant supporters that vandal¬ 
ising the posters of opponents is a criminal 
offence and has no place in a democracy. 

“Of course, it could be simply mindless van¬ 
dalism, which in itself is a sad reflection of the 
levels of anti-social behaviour that blight some 
of our communities.” 

Whatever the outcome it looks unlikely to 
have anything to do with Monster Raving 
Loony Party candidate,Mad Mike Young. 

He said: “I can promise you it wasn’t me. I’m 
running a low-energy campaign, aiming for 
zero carbon emissions, so I haven’t left the 
sofa.”

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Anxious wait for 
mum-to-be hit by 

car on crossing 


A PREGNANT woman faces an 
agonising wait to find out if her 
baby has escaped injury after a hit- 
and-run driver knocked them down 
last week. 

Cherise Bowerman was using a pedestrian 
crossing at about 5.15pm on Monday, March 12 
when a car travelling from the direction of 
Cowstead Corner hit her and drove off along 
Queenborough Road towards Halfway. 

Police have launched an appeal for the 
motorist, who was driving a bright red new 
model Ford Focus with lights either side of the 
back windscreen. 

Ms Bowerman, who lives with her parents in 
Halfway, said she was frightened for her life 
during the incident, which left her injured and 
shocked. 

“The car just carried on driving as I lay on the 
floor. All I could think about was my baby. If I 
had been a child I’d have had no chance. 

“I managed to get myself to the garage across 
the road where the assistant called my dad and 
the emergency services.” 

The 20-year-old suffered bruising to her stom-

ach, knee and upper arm as a result of the col¬ 
lision. She now has an agonising wait to rule 
out any long-term problems to her unborn 
infant. 

“I’ve seen the midwife and though she can 
hear the heartbeat of my little girl she could not 
definitely tell me if everything is ok. I’ve 
already thought of names, Caitlan or Rosalea. 
I’d be devastated if anything happens to her. 

“The midwife can’t confirm all is well until 
my next ultrasound on May 14, so I’m going to 
have an anxious few weeks to wait. 

“I still can’t believe it’s happened to me. How 
could anyone do that at all, let alone to a preg¬ 
nant woman? How would they feel if that was 
their daughter, sister, or mother? It’s a disgrace. 

“What made it worse is that a second car 
went through the crossing while I was lying on 
the floor. I looked into the driver’s face and she 
just ignored me.” 

Detective Chief Inspector of Swale Borough, 
Nick Gossett said: “This incident occurred in 
rush hour and therefore we are appealing for

Mosquitoes on 
marsh 'could 
spread malaria' 

MOSQUITOES found in the marshes 
around Swale could trigger an outbreak 
of malaria when holidaymakers 
unknowingly bring parasites home from 
the tropics. 

Although experts say the risk is low, a 
groundbreaking study, one of the first 
since malaria was eradicated from the 
UK in the 1950s, is being undertaken to 
create control strategies against poten¬ 
tially dangerous mosquitoes. 

Dr Yvonne-Marie Linton, a researcher 
from the Natural History Museum, has 
been working in the Cliffe Marshes on 
the Isle of Grain in Medway, where a 
specific type of the insect is found. 

The anopheles daciae is one of 70 of the 
species capable of transmitting malaria. 

After the Second World War, this 
species caused the spread of the disease 
within schools in the county, after they 
bit homebound soldiers who were carry¬ 
ing the malarial parasite. 

Dr Linton said: “By knowing the 
enemy and where they breed, targeted 
mosquito control strategies can be 
deployed against only those potentially 
dangerous mosquitoes,” she said. 

Malaria, which affects about 500 mil¬ 
lion people worldwide each year and 
kills two million, was eliminated com¬ 
pletely from the UK after the World 
Health Organisation launched the 
Global Malaria Eradication Programme 
in 1955. 

In Africa, however, the disease remains 
a massive problem, with one child dying 
from it every 30 seconds.

Recession bites for 
organic producers 

FARMERS in Kent have confirmed the 
findings of a report showing a sharp 
decline in demand for organic foods. 

As recession continues to bite, the Soil 
Association’s organic market report 
found sales of organic food, drink and 
other products fell by almost 13 per cent 
last year. 

Producers are finding consumers are 
shying away from organically grown 
products because they tend to be more 
expensive. 

With all the belt-tightening going on, 
organic farmers in Kent are feeling those 
effects too. 

Alan Brockman helps run Perry Court 
Farm at Petham, near Canterbury. He 
said they used to supply a couple of 
dozens restaurants, but many have gone 
out of business. 

Survive 

Mr Brockman, a partner in the compa¬ 
ny, said: “We’ve had very difficult times 
because of a lot of bad debts. 

“That hasn’t helped at all. It’s all part 
of this recession. You need good credit 
ratings to survive these days. We’ve had 
to contract quite a lot.” 

Gerry Minister has run Luddesdown 
Organic Farm since 1986 and was one of 
the movement’s pioneers. 

He said: “People do think organic foods 
are more expensive and at one time they 
were. But these days there’s very little 
between them, so cost really isn’t that 
big an issue. 

“It’s true the price does appear very 
different by the time the products reach 
the supermarket shelves. If people were 
to come to our farm shop they would find 
the prices are almost the same.”

Our database state 

The General Election focus seems 
to be on the economy, which may be 
the deciding factor for many votes. 
Other subjects at risk of being 
sidelined include ID cards and the 
related database projects. 


Most parties say they are against 
ID cards, which have not gone 
away. The agency in charge is 
spending £230,000 a day in making 
its giant database the hub of 
government activity. The plan is 
that after 2012 you may not have a 
passport without “voluntarily” 
submitting to the scheme for life. 

N02ID is also worried about the 
more general official urge to collect 
and connect personal information 
about citizens - what we call the 
database state. 

It has profound implications for 
our society, whoever is elected, yet 
has grown up piecemeal as a series 
of administrative fixes. Here are 
just a few such projects, affecting 
everyone, and already being built: 

• ID cards - actually a national 
identity management scheme. 

• Connections for Health - your 
medical records out of GP control 
and made available for use as the 
Department of Health sees fit. 

• Contact Point an index locating 
every child, accessible to over 
400,000 people. 

• National ANPR data centre - 
recording every car journey. 

• Vetting and barring - controlling 
work and volunteering by millions. 

• E-borders - detailed information 
on travellers between government 
departments. 

• DNA database - just in case 
someone might do something 
wrong. 

• Communications monitoring - 
records of phone and internet use. 

There is and will be more.

Turn out the lights 

Eight out of ten people (83 per cent) 
taking part in a survey by the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) have their view of 
the night sky affected by light 
pollution. 

Of those, almost half (50 per cent) 
said their sleep had been disrupted 
by excess artificial lighting. CPRE 
and the British Astronomical 
Association’s Campaign for Dark 
Skies (CfDS) are calling on councils, 
businesses and individuals to take 
steps to cut light pollution. 

We also reiterate our call for the 
Government to introduce long- 
awaited planning guidance to 
control lighting. 

Light pollution has become a 
growing problem with more and 
more of the UK left without a clear 
view of the night sky. From 1993 to 
2000, light pollution in England 
increased by a quarter (26 per cent) 
and the amount of light-saturated 
night sky rose to seven per cent. 
Councils spend £532 million on 
street lighting each year and the 
lights can account for five to ten per 
cent of a council’s carbon emissions. 

Light pollution is a waste and 
detracts from the natural beauty of 
the night sky. The cost of not acting 
are clear: unnecessarily high energy 
bills for councils and taxpayers, 
more carbon emissions, disrupted 
sleeping patterns, disturbance to 
wildlife, and a night sky bereft of 
the majesty of the Milky Way. 

Government needs to stop 
dragging its feet and take action, 
before many of us lose our 
experience of dark nights for good.

Vulnerable charities 

Britain’s economy has thankfully 
returned to modest growth, but for 
many charitable organisations 
funding is still in perilous decline.

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Neighbours will be 
green with envy 

MORE home owners in Kent have seen 
the light and are turning to solar power 
to cut energy bills, it has been claimed. 

As most bills have been rising in recent 
years, taking energy from the sun has 
been getting cheaper. This winter’s snow 
helped convince many that a greener 
way of heating homes and providing hot 
water would be better for the budget. 

A survey found three-quarters of Kent 
householders are considering installing 
solar panels. Researchers also found 52 
per cent admitted to turning their 
heating down or off during the winter 
because they were worried about the 
size of their bill. 

Snob appeal was also behind some of 
the thinking, the survey discovered. 

Symbol 

Some 38 per cent said solar panels 
were the ultimate green status symbol 
and 51 per cent said they would feel 
envious if a neighbour had them, 
bringing new meaning to the phrase 
green with envy. 

And 77 per cent are actively seeking to 
cut their carbon footprint with 87 per 
cent setting a shining example and 
using energy efficient light bulbs and 78 
per cent recycling. 

Kent was ranked fifth in a green 
league table of the Home Counties, 
commissioned by Reflect Energy. 

The bad news is that many are now 
turning in to eco quarrellers as well as 
eco warriors, with householders 
admitting sparks often fly over green 
issues. Most green disputes in Kent are 
caused when family members don’t 
switch off the lights, followed by leaving 
the heating on or having it too high. 


Whisky galore 
if UKIP hopeful 
upsets the odds

UKIP leader Lord Pearson has 
admitted failing to convince one of 
his own party’s Kent candidates to 
stand down and support his Tory 
rival. 

The 67-year-old insurance tycoon wanted Ian 
Davison to give up his dream of becoming the 
MP for Sittingboume and Sheppey and instead 
give his backing to the Conservative 
Eurosceptic Gordon Henderson, but his pleas 
fell on deaf ears. 

Had Mr Davison gone along with the plan, he 
would have been UKIP’s second Kent MP this 
week to have withdrawn their candidacy after 
Robin Johnson in Rochester and Strood did 
exactly that. 

Lord Pearson paid a visit to the county last 
Thursday and said his party’s new policy was to 
put the countiy first and back would-be MPs 
who support UK independence. 

“We don’t want to stand against politicians 


who share our main goals,” he said. “That’s why 
we are supporting Conservative candidate 
Mark Reckless in Rochester and Strood, by 
putting up billboards and asking 
people to vote for him. 

“I wanted to do the same in 
Sittingboume and Sheppey, because 
Gordon Henderson is also a 
Eurosceptic and I would have liked 
our candidate to step down. 

“Unfortunately I haven’t been able 
to persuade him. I’ve actually got a 
little bet going with him because he 
says he’ll win the election and I’ve 




promised him a magnum of whisky if he does. If 
he doesn’t, he’s agreed to support my formula 
next time.” 

Lord Pearson was elected UKIP leader in 
November after Bromley’s Nigel Far age 
announced he was stepping down so he could 
contest the Buckingham seat at the General 
Election. 

Former Toiy Lord Pearson - who was expelled 
from the party in 2004 after calling on voters to 
back UKIP - visited Kent to support those 
concerned about the proposed privatisation of

the Port of Dover. He said the half a 
billion pounds the Government expects to make 
from the sale could easily be saved by severing 
ties with the EU. 

He said: “You’ve got to put that against the 
cost of our membership, which is £124 billion a 
year. In 2008 the Government’s own figures say 
we gave £6.6bn to Brussels in cash, which works 
out at £18 million a day - that’s 600 nurses on 
an annual salary of £30,000 each. 

It’s silly to say we can’t find half a billion when 
we’re throwing so much money away on 
Europe.”

DR JEKYLL AND MR HYDE A

GOOD battles evil for the human 
soul in The Strange Case of Dr 
Jekyll and Mr Hyde. 

European Arts Company presents an excit¬ 
ing new version of Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
classic story, which sees an amiable doctor 
take his experiments too far. Set in Victorian 
London, the tale finds out what happens when 
Dr Jekyll succeeds in separating his better self 
from has dark half, unleashing a monster in 
the form of the abominable Mr Hyde. 

The show boasts a connection to a real-life 
horror - the horrific Whitechapel murders 
that terrified London in 1888. When American 
actor Richard Mansfield staged the first the¬ 
atrical adaptation of the story in London that 
summer, his production was to be short-lived. 
Audiences were horrified by the play and spot¬ 
ted parallels with the dreadful murders, lead¬ 
ing to Mansfield being questioned as a Jack 
the Ripper suspect. 

When the idea that a doctor could be respon¬ 
sible for the crimes began to circulate, people 
could see the similarities between fact and fic¬ 
tion. Although he was not prosecuted for the 
crimes, Mansfield’s ordeal and a public debate 
over the violence of his billboard poster led to 
the show being shut down. 

European Arts Company takes the Ripper 
connection as its starting point and sets the 
action in the notorious Ten Bells pub in 
Whitechapel, the only known connection 
between the victims. 

Formed in 2002, European Arts Company is 
based at the Hazlitt Theatre in Maidstone. 
Over the years it has undertaken a number of 
domestic and foreign tours, producing shows 
such as The Pickwick Papers and Chekhov’s 
Shorts. The latest production was chosen not 
only because of its gripping plotline, but also 
the complex and timeless issues that the story 
explores. 

The company staged a production of The 
Picture of Dorian Gray two years ago, a dark 
story that explores psychology, personality and 
sexuality, as well as being a timelessly grip¬ 
ping horror story. Set in much the same world, 
The Strange Case of Dr Jekyll and Mr Hyde 
also tackles these issues and raises questions 
of ethics and morality in science. 

Just like their production of The Picture of 
Dorian Gray, European Arts Company has 
added an extra element of interest with their 
staging. 

The previous show was set in an artist’s stu¬ 
dio and the actors could tell the story using 
only the props found in that setting, an idea 
which has been replicated with the average 
East End pub as the backdrop. 

Using only their imagination and acting 
skills, the actors are challenged to tell the tale 
using these simple props and they have 
proved to be very good at the task, producing 
everything from a train to a Scottish manor. 


Part of the company’s aim was to reintroduce 
people to the story, as it is a classic tale which 
has entered our common language and many 
people believe they know what the story is 
really about. 

But if they have not read the book, they 
might not be truly familiar with the thought- 
provoking issues that Robert Louis Stevenson 


explores in this much-loved text. 

Whether you are a newcomer to the story or 
familiar with the book, there is much to enjoy 
in this thrilling and well-presented show.

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It's survival of the least bored as 
Law indulges in slow-mo carnage

WITH life-expectancy increasing 
steadily our ageing population 
makes ever greater demands on 
the state for medical care. 

The utopian dream of a National Health 
Service struggles to cope and, inevitably, 
patients are forced to consider private treat¬ 
ment to avoid the weeks, if not months, of 
distress. 

Based on the novel The Repossession 
Mambo by Eric Garcia, Repo Men is a futuris¬ 
tic thriller that takes that demand for longer, 
fuller lives to its chilling conclusion. 

Men, women and children pay to stay alive 
and when their credit runs out, the conglomer¬ 
ates that produce artificial organs take back 
their miracle goods and give them instead to 
customers with a healthier bank balance. 

Survival of the richest. 

Miguel Sapochnik’s film centres on a power¬ 
ful organisation called The Union, which is 
able to provide expensive artificial organs for 
a five-figure sum. 

Patients take out high-interest loans to 
cover the cost and if they fall three months 
behind with repayments, repossession men 
such as Remy (Jude Law) and Jake (Forest 
Whitaker) arrive unannounced to knock the 
donor unconscious with a stun-gun before 
retrieving the valuable organ. 

Rem/s work causes conflict with his wife 
Carol and young son Peter, so he considers a 
transfer to the sales team. 

For his final job, he is contracted to retrieve 
an organ from a famous musician, but the 
procedure goes wrong and Remy ends up in 
hospital requiring a artificial heart. 

‘You owe it to your family. You owe it to your¬ 
self,” smarms Union manager Frank. 

Unable to meet interest rates of almost 20 
per cent, Remy falls behind with repayments 
and pleads for the clemency he never showed 
any of his targets. 

“Take me out of your system,” begs Remy. 


“Give me your heart,” barks Frank. 

Marked for death, Remy goes on the run for 
his life and he meets singer Beth (Alice 
Braga), whose body is riddled with artificial 
organs and joints. 

Together, they attempt to bring down The 
Union. 

Repo Men delights in scenes of gore as Remy 
and Jake scythe open debtors and rip various 


organs from their lifeless bodies. Law con¬ 
vinces as a heartless servant of corporate fat 
cats, but there’s scant emotion in his perform¬ 
ance and the romance with Braga’s rebel 
sparks to life in the blink of an eye after Remy 
has begged forgiveness from his wife. 

Oscar-winner Whitaker perspires furiously 
as he tries to work out why he signed up to 
such substandard genre fare. 


Action scenes are heavy on slow motion to 
capture arcing arterial spray as Remy takes a 
hammer, hacksaw and knife to his pursuers. 

The film fails to keep audiences gripped and 
a final-reel twist only prolongs our boredom.

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“IF I don’t come back, it’s 
probably best not to follow 
me,” our guide says, axe in 
hand, as he cautiously nav¬ 
igates the boulder of ice 
blocking our route. 

We are standing on the tongue of a 
glacier in the south of Iceland, the 
rain and fog hampering our vision 
as it hammers down. 

Jet-black volcanic ash covers the 
ice as we make our way across the 
glacier, steering clear of the many 
crevices and cracks in the ever- 
changing landscape. 

Nothing dissolves a hangover as 
fast as the need to concentrate, yet 
we are just two hours from the bars 
and restaurants of Reykjavik. 

The buzzing city centre sees the 
day’s coffee bars transformed into 
vibrant venues at night. 

All the action takes place around 
Laugavegur, the main street, with 
revellers flitting from one bar to the 
next until 5am. 

NASA, an impressive club playing 
music from disco to house, offers 
only a small stage but attracts some 
of the best live music in the country. 

The bam-like Jacobsen offers tech¬ 
no and electro beats, while the cosy 
Kaffibarinn, part-owned by Blur’s 
Damon Albam, is reputedly one of 
the coolest bars in the city. It is no 
wonder that it draws crowds from 
far and wide. 

The collapse of the Icelandic bank¬ 
ing system halved the value of the 
Icelandic krona and plunged the 
prices towards UK levels - this is 
one of the few places in Europe 
where Britons feel well off. 

And for the way home, the famous 
Baejarins Beztu hot-dog stand lies 
near the harbour with its picture of 
former US President Bill Clinton 
eating one of its finest specimens. 


However, after a night of midsum¬ 
mer madness in the land of fire and 
ice, one of the best places for a morn¬ 
ing of recovery is the Blue Lagoon. 

Feted for their healing power and 
set in a lava field, the soft, milky 
waters of the silica-rich geothermal 
spa are an inviting 39c. 

When you are ready to face the 
day, venture beyond the capital for 
the country’s real treasures. 

The landscape has a moon-like 
quality with the rocky, black lava 
fields surrounding our coach. 

The Solheimajokull glacier tongue, 
two hours from Reykjavik, is an 
awesome sight. 

Some eight kilometres long, the 
ever-moving block of ice, up to 600 
metres deep, is an unforgiving envi¬ 
ronment. 

Our mountain guide, Bjorgvin - 
who was carrying ropes and climb¬ 
ing gear in case of an accident - said 


the landscape was changing so 
much that each time he returned to 
it, it was different. 

The ice is retreating at a rate of 
100 metres per year as it melts, and 
strong streams draining off snow- 
fields high on the Myrdalsjokull vol¬ 
cano, undercut and erode the glacier. 

It’s no place for the unprepared. 

“It’s not a walk in the park,” said 
Bjorgvin as he checked that we 
knew how to use our kit. 

With the Arctic Circle just 25 miles 
to its north, the winter tempera¬ 
tures from October to May also 
bring the awe-inspiring Northern 
Lights - shimmering light-shows in 
the night sky. 

But with a clear, cold night - and a 
splash of luck - needed to see them, 
we knew we were out of luck. The 
incessant rain left us with rather 
more time than we had expected to 
explore the city’s nightlife to the full. 
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Malaysian brand gets 
a big Scrappage boost 

PERODUA saw new vehicle registra¬ 
tions rise a whopping 114.5 per cent 
year-on-year in March. 

The Malaysian manufacturer’s Myvi 
five-door supermini, which costs less than 
£7,000, took the lion’s share of the sales 
boosted by the final month of Scrappage, 
offering a £2,000 grant towards a new car 
in return for scrapping a part-exchange 
vehicle at least ten years old. 

Perodua’s first-quarter sales were also 
88.6 per cent up on the previous year - it 
also sells the boxy Kenari mini-MPV. 



Land Rover's march to 
best-ever sales record 

LAND Rover recorded its best-ever UK 
sales for March - 67 per cent up on 
March 2009 - and also saw demand soar 
43 per cent globally in the same month. 

The British-based, Indian-owned 4x4 
specialist’s MD Phil Popham said the 
increase was due to “phenomenal” 
response to the 2010 model year Range 
Rover, Range Rover Sport, Discovery 
and Freelander. 

“It is the most efficient and technologi¬ 
cally advanced line-up of vehicles Land 
Rover has ever had,” he said. 



Mazda breaks 50,000 
barrier for second time 

KENT-based Mazda UK has sold more 
than 50,000 new cars in this country 
during a year for only the second time in 
its history. 

The Mazda2 supermini was the 
company’s top seller in the 2009/2010 
financial year, shifting 20,000 - 7,000 
more than in the previous year. 

Mazda UK MD Jeremy Thomson said: 
‘What has really driven our sales is a veiy 
healthy retail mix, with 70 per cent of total 
sales to private buyers, well ahead of the 
industry average of around 55 per cent.”

When is an estate not an 
estate? When it's a Clio! 



ROAD TEST 


RENAULT offers a load-lugging 
version of its big-selling Clio super¬ 
mini, but don’t even think about 
calling it an estate. 

It’s the Clio Sport Tourer to you and me and 
it packs 50 per cent more load space than the 
standard Clio hatch - one of the most capa¬ 
cious models in its class anyway. 

What you lose, though, is the elegance and 
French chic this spin-off should inherit by 
right from its hatchback sister. 

To be fair, the ‘supermini estate’ is one of 
the toughest styling briefs in the industry; 
superminis are pretty space-efficient anyway, 
so you have to add a bit of bulk to make an 
estate alternative worthwhile - ugliness tends 
to be an unfortunate side-effect. 

Skoda has boobed twice with successive 
Fabia load-carriers and, though early shots of 
the forthcoming Seat Ibiza estate look promis¬ 
ing, I still fear the sporty Spanish brand might 
yet deliver something mundane in the metal. 

And that’s the Clio’s problem, made all the 
worse by trying to dress it up with alloy roof 
rails and marketing hype like ‘Sport Tourer’ 


when it looks anything but. However, you 
can’t knock its practicality: a low 58cm rear- 
sill height eases loading heavy or bulky items; 
rear seats can be folded flat without having to 
remove the headrests and there is a compart¬ 
ment to stow the rear parcel cover when not 
in use. 

Prices start from £12,575, but our car was 
the flagship £16,085 Dynamique 86bhp 
1.5-litre diesel with inbuilt TomTom sat-nav 
system and generous spec - but starting to 
look expensive at this sort of money. 

I’m a big fan of Renault’s willing diesels, but 
the extra cabin space of the Sport Tourer 
allows a lot of booming intrusion from both the 
engine and the road. 

And while cabin trimming is quite smart in 
places, a luxurious leather-clad wheel and alloy 
highlights cannot disguise the fact that the 
materials were sourced for the more humble 
Clio models. As usual, I also found Renault’s 
sound system needlessly complicated. 

The standard Clio driving dynamics are good, 
with a fine balance of handling and comfort, 
though the car’s styling does not quite have the 
‘mini-lifestyle estate’ image that Renault 
wants that Sport Tourer label to suggest.

Homeowners look 
to improve rather 
than move house 

HOME improvement has come back into 
fashion due to a lull in large-scale activ¬ 
ity in the housing market, say analysts. 

John Drennan, director at builders’ 
merchant Buildbase, also pointed out 
that enquiries for landscaping and exte¬ 
rior renovation had risen as well. 

Another trend he noted was the 
increase in demand for plant hire. He 
said: “Large contractors are thinking 
Why spend capital to buy plant machin¬ 
ery?’ and they are actually hiring it.” 

He agreed that sustainability was 
important and everyone was interested 
in what they could do. 

Mr Drennan pointed to rainwater-har¬ 
vesting and using solar power as ways of 
reducing a carbon footprint. 

His comments came after the 
Conservative Party announced details of 
its Rebuilding Security proposal to offer 
households up to £6,500 worth of ener¬ 
gy-efficiency improvements. 

Earlier this month, the British 
Property Federation became the 22nd 
member of a coalition calling for VAT to 
be reduced on housing improvements. 

Authority calls for 
mortgage limits to 
restrain market 

THE Financial Services Authority 
claims that restricting mortgage rates 
could help prevent a boom-and-bust cul¬ 
ture in the housing market. 

FSA boss Lord Adair Turner proposed 
introducing “maximum limits on loan-to- 
value ratios” to curb asset price-bubbles 
in commercial or residential real estate. 

However, the suggestions have been 
criticised by Bernard Clarke, communi¬ 
cations manager for the Council Of 
Mortgage Lenders. 

He said: ‘We don’t think that that’s an 
appropriate approach - we think it’s a 
blunt tool in terms of addressing the real 
sources of consumer detriment.” 

Mr Clarke noted that the Council Of 
Mortgage Lenders does not favour cred¬ 
it control because of the risks it poses in 
excluding some consumers, who would 
not be able to access to a mortgage even 
though they could sustain the commit¬ 
ment. 



Reasons to be cheerful, 
with buyers trading up 


MOST of the people who want to 
move house are looking for bigger 
property, suggesting that con¬ 
sumers feel increasingly confident 
about the housing market, accord¬ 
ing to a recent study by estate 
agents. 

The National Association of Estate Agents 
reported that 78 per cent of its members said 
the key reason potential buyers and sellers 
gave for moving was a desire to buy a bigger 
home. 

The figure contrasted with research carried 
out last year, which showed a rising demand 
for smaller properties. 

This meant an upsurge in interest in flats 
but fewer people wanting to buy four-bedroom 
detached homes. 

Encouraging 

The group said the resurgence in people 
looking to trade up the property ladder added 
to evidence that the housing slump was easing 
and the market was becoming more buoyant. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
NAEA, said: “The fact that there has been an 
increase in the number of people moving to a 
larger property suggests the UK is slowly 
emerging from the economic downturn. 

“This may also be attributed to increased 
mortgage availability, which is encouraging 
news for the property industry.” 

The group, which asked 1,000 estate agents 
to cite the top three reasons people gave for 
wanting to buy or sell a home, also found that 
58 per cent of agents said moves were being 
driven by people getting divorced, while 27 per 
cent cited getting a new job as a reason for 
moving.

But 41 per cent of estate agents said that 
needing to repay debt was a major factor forc¬ 
ing homeowners to sell their property, while 39 
per cent said their clients were buying or sell¬ 
ing a home following a family death. 

Optimism in the market is at a two-and-a- 
half-year high, with four out of five expecting 
prices to increase in the next six months, 
according to a survey from property website 
Zoopla.co.uk, with the average increase pre¬ 
dicted at 5.7 per cent. 

“With the bad weather behind us and the 
recent stamp-duty relief introduced for first¬ 
time buyers, confidence in the property mar¬ 
ket has bounced back well,” said the firm’s 
commercial director, Nicholas Leeming. 

Meanwhile, the latest index from Halifax 
shows that property prices bounced back in 
March, rising by 1.1 per cent, having fallen in 
February. 

It is the eighth rise in the past nine months, 
taking the average price to 9.1 per cent above 
the low point reached in April last year. 

The increase partly offsets Februarys 1.6 
per cent fall and takes the average value of a 
home to £168,521. 

This is 0.6 per cent higher than in the final 
quarter of 2009, compared with a 3.6 per cent 
rise between the third and fourth quarters of 
last year. 

But Halifax economist Martin Ellis said this 
pointed towards a slowdown in house-price 
growth. 

He said that a rise in the number of proper¬ 
ties for sale was beginning to reduce the 
imbalance between supply and demand and 
was therefore likely to constrain the upward 
pressure on house prices.

Clean up your act for safer home 



SPRING-cleaning your house this year could 
make it safer for all who live there, say safety 
experts. 

Storing large amounts of flammable materi¬ 
al such as newspapers and cardboard can pose 
a substantial fire risk to your home, Kent Fire 
And Rescue Service is warning. 

The advice is to keep such items to a mini¬ 
mum to help reduce the chances and effects of 
fire. Kent Fire And Rescue Service is also urg¬ 
ing people to be good citizens and offer to help 
other family members - and especially older 
people - dispose of any household rubbish 
they may have accumulated. 

Stuart Skilton, head of community fire safe¬ 
ty, said: “Should you have a fire in your home, 
the presence of large amounts of flammable 


material such as newspaper will mean that 
the fire will spread at a much faster rate. 

“Our advice is to keep your home environ¬ 
ment rubbish-free and to keep escape routes 
and doorways unblocked at all times. 

“However, when throwing rubbish out, make 
sure you store it sensibly so it does not present 
a fire risk while it awaits collection. 

“We also cannot over-emphasise the impor¬ 
tance of having working smoke-alarms fitted 
in your home to allow early detection in case of 
fire. 

“It is vital that you maintain your smoke- 
alarms and test the battery once a week to 
ensure they can be relied upon. 

“Regular vacuuming around smoke-alarms 
is also recommended.”

GARY Abbott admitted he was “gutted” to 
have missed out on the Ryman South 
play-offs for another season but insisted he 
would continue to strive for success with 
Sittingbourne. 

Victories against the division’s high-fliers 
were nullified by disappointing results 
against those sides at the wrong end of the 
table, a familiar story for the Brickies boss, 
who must now lift his players for the Kent 
Senior Cup final. 

Sittingbourne will face either Welling 
United or Folkestone Invicta at Park View 
Road, but Abbott could not hide his dismay at 
missing out on promotion once again. 

He said: “I honestly thought we’d get in 
the play-offs but the postponements hurt us 
because we’ve been playing at least two 
games per week. I’m gutted and we now can’t 
finish sixth, so we won’t match last season’s 
position. 

“Up until just after Christmas, we were 
probably the favourites to get into the play¬ 
offs but we lost too many points against 
teams at the bottom.” 

Abbott’s small squad eventually buckled 
under the strain of the fixture pile-up and 
without the funds to draft in experienced 
heads, he has had to rely on youngsters in 
the latter stages of the campaign. 

“Fm here as manager and I won’t give in,” 
he said. “In the summer I’ll try to bring 
some more young players in because I want 
to get in there [the play-offs] next year.
